London, May 13.—The British battleship Goliath was tor- 


i pedoed and sunk by a Turkish submarine in the Dardanelles 
last night with more than 500 members of her crew. 
The 


announcement was made today by the first Lord.of the Ad- 
miralty, Winston Churchill, in the House of Commons. 
The 


Goliath was attacked and sunk while protecting the flank of 
the French troops in the operations of the Dardanelles. Dis- 
patches from Vice Commander Admiral de Roveck, com- 
manding the British fleet in the Dardanelles sphere^of opera- 
tions said that twenty officers and 160 men of the Goliath's 
crew were .saved. 


The British ship normally carried a complement of 750 men j 


but it is believed that the crew had been somewhat enlarged 
recently. 


In the same engagement which resulted in the loss of the 


Goliath, the British submarine E-14 torpedoed and sank two 
Turkish gunboats and a large Turkish transport. 


The Goliath was a vessel of 12,950 tons displacement, 400 


feet long on the water line and 74 feet beam.

Want (o know as a scientific fact whether it be true that men 
must go on forever settling their differences by war. If this 
should turn out not to be scientifically true, we wan (o know 
how man is going to give the.war method up and what he can 
substitute for it. There are no short cuts to peace. We be- 
lieve that the process of .investigation, of slow moulding of 
pljblic opinion, marks the sure road to the relief of the world." 


•At a time like the present it is difficult to belive that there 


w|jl ever be an end of war, yet "Hope springs eternal in the 
human breast," and, fortunately for mankind, there are those 
who feel that if civilization is not a failure the lime must come 
when war will cease and men will regulate their affairs like 
intelligent beings rather than like brutes. 


For^hese reasons the meetings to be conducted under the 


Carnegie Endowment should be of exceptional interest in the 
United States and throughout the world.
